Trevor Colbourn holds degrees from the Uni¬ 
versity of London, the College of William and 
Mary and the John Hopkins University — where 
he secured his doctorate in American History in 
1953. A peripatetic professor, he taught at Penn. 
State and Indiana Universities before serving as 
graduate dean at the University of New Hamp¬ 
shire (1967-1973) and Academic Vice President 
and Acting President at San Diego State Univer¬ 
sity (1973-1978). He was designated president 
of what was then Florida Technological Universi¬ 
ty in January 1978 but by the following Decem¬ 
ber succeeded in changing the name of that insti¬ 
tution to the University of Central Florida and 
thus far has survived both the name change and 
the introduction of a football program to UCF. 

Dr. Colbourn is also a member of the Boards of 
Directors of the Orlando Area Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, the United Way of Orange County, and 
the Orlando Opera Company, as well as the 
Kiwanis Club of Orlando.
